$

MEAL FOR CHILDREN. $ 


There is no reason why the ordin­ 
ary family dinner should 
not 
be 1 
suitable for school children or serv­ 
ed in a way that adapts it to their 
needs, according to Farm ers’ Bulle­ 
tin 712, School Lunches. 
The usual 
first course of meat and vegetables, 
contains nothing except 
the 
meat, 
which can not he given even to 
th e ! 
youngest children. 
The 
vegetables,! 
provided they are carefully prepared 
by simple me tiro ds, are 
specially 
needed and can often 1m* made a t­ 
tractive to children by being served 
with a little meat gravy. 
As a su b - 
sti ute for the meat itself, milk can 
be provided in the case of the young­ 
er children. 
These articles with the 
bread and butter, provide most of the 
food needed. 


The dessert course it suitable for 
children a s well a s for grown people, 
unless it consists of rich pesteries or 
puddings. 
The latter are not con­ 
sidered wholesome for children, 
if 
for no other reason than that they 
are likely to lead to overeating. Such 
dessert as fruit, fresh or 
cooked, 
with cake; cereals with 
milk 
or 
cream, and sugar; custards and cus­ 
tard puddings; 
gelatin dishes; sim- 
| pie ice cream; 
water ices and other 
simple dessert 
may be given. 
t 
Whether or not the family meal is 
healthful for children depends not 
only on the food materials selected 
hut also on the way in which they 
are cooked. 
Simple methods are to 
be 'preferred from the standpoint of 
health as well as from that of the 
housekeeper’s time. 
All dishes that 
are likely to contain overheated and 
scorched fats, such as food careless­ 
ly friend in a pan in a small amount 
of fat should be avoided. 
Deep-fat 
frying is open to ‘fewer objections, 
since, if properly done, foods 
will 
absorb little fat and the fat will not 
scorch. 
Vegetables cooked in water 
or in their own juices and seasoned 
with salt and a little butter or cream 
arc easier to prepare than those that 
are served with white sauce, scallop­ 
ed, or cooked in 
other 
elaborate 
ways. 


Whajt is said above applies equally 
to the meals. 
There 
is, 
however, 
one special precaution that applies to 
the noon mean when it 
is 
hurried. 
This refers to tough hard food- that 
are likely to escape proper mastica­ 
tion. 
It is a mistake to think that 
the foods given to children must al­ 
ways be soft or finly divided. 
for 
children’s teeth need exercise quite 
as much as their muscles do. 
When 
time for 
eating is limited, however, 
it is well to omit foods that are diffi­ 
cult to chew, and in extreme cases it 
may be necessary to serve only soft 
or finely divided 
foods— sandwiches 
made from crust-less bread with fine­ 
ly chopped fillings, for example. Be­ 
fore resorting to this, however, it is 
well to make sure that the time for 
eating and for insistence on good ta ­ 
ble manners is not unnecessarily cut 
short. 
The advatagc of putting the 
meal on the table promptly and of 
having foods served 
in 
individual 
portions, or at least ready 
to 
eat 
when they arc brought to the tabic, 
should be kept in mind. To have the 
meat already sliced and the dessert 
in cups instead of in one large di-h 
from which individual portions must 
be served and to follow 
the 
same 
general plan with other fodos, may 
change a hurried meal into one aft 
which there is plenty of time for at 
tent ion to detail - essential to health 
and good mannerss.

Clever W ay He Got Around the Law 
and Gained His Case. 
A cemetery is the one sacred spot in 
China. To desecrate such a place is 
the worst of crimes. Some years since 
there lived in a village on the plain of 
the Yellow river a man called Tu. His 
little farm furnished him with a com­ 
fortable living, but nothing more. Like 
all farms in that part of China, there 
was no fence to separate his fields 
from those of his neighbors. One of 
these neighbors was a rascal, who, 
knowing Mr. Tu to be of mild disposi­ 
tion, resolved to impose upon him by 
plowing a few furrows of Mr. Tu’s 
land and thus incorporating it with his 
own. This act did not pass unobserved, 
but Mr. Tu was cautious as well as 
mild. He knew that litigation came 
high and was uncertain. “Better,” he 
said to himself, “to endure the wrong 
than to suffer. loss of both land and 
money." 
The next year the neighbor repeated 
the experiment and plowed up a few 
more furrows. Again Mr. Tu consult­ 
ed with himself and determined, as 
previously, that law was too expensive 
a luxury for him. 
The neighbor, encouraged by this 
complaisance, continued to add to his 
own acres at the other’s expense. At 
length he became so bold as to incor­ 
porate in this way the family ceme­ 
tery, where were buried Mr. Tu’s an­ 
cestors. 
Then Mr. Tu saw the chance for 
which he had been waiting. By plow­ 
ing up this cemetery the neighbor had 
committed sacrilege. The only diffi­ 
culty was that the punishment was so 
severe that it might not be possible, 
unless he was careful, to get his neigh­ 
bor punished at all. For the law was 
that if the magistrate should take no­ 
tice of the suit he would have to send 
up a report to his superiors at the cap­ 
ital of the province and request that 
proper punishment be inflicted upon 
himself, seeing that so heinous a crime 
had been committed in the district for 
which he was responsible. 
Accordingly Mr. Tu brought the mat­ 
ter before the magistrate in a way 
that did not involve that official. He 
brought accusation against his father, 
who was dead, for having moved his 
grave off his son’s land to that of the 
encroaching neighbor instead of abid­ 
ing in the cemetery where he properly 
belonged! 
The Chinese love humor and greatly 
admire shrewdness. When, therefore, 
the magistrate read this amazing doc­ 
ument he smiled with genuine appre­ 
ciation of Mr. Tu’s cleverness, called 
up the offending neighbor, made him 
restore all the land he had appropri­ 
ated and punished him with due sever­ 
ity for his robbery.—Youth’s Compan­ 
ion.

$ HINTS FOR THE NOON 
$ 


$ 
MEAL FOR CHILDREN. $ 


There is no reason why the ordin- 


ary family dinner should 
not 
be 


suitable for sc'hool children or serv- 
ed in >a way that adapts it to their 
needs, according to Farmers' Bulle- 
tin 712, School Lunches. The usual 
first course o'f meat and Vegetables, 
contains nothing except the 
meat, 


which can not be given even to 
the 


youngest children. The vegetables, 
provided they are carefully prepared 
by simple mct-huds, are 
specially 


needed aud can often be made at- 
tractive to children .by being served 
with a little meat gravy. As a siA- 
stSute for the meat itself, milk can 
be provided in the case of the young- 
er children. These articles with the 
bread and -butter, provide most of the 
food needed. 


The dessert course it suitable for 


children as well as for grown people, 


•si) it consists at rich pasteries or 


puddings. The -latter are not con- 
sidered wholesome for children, 
if 


for no ather reason than that they 
are likely to lead to overeating. Such 
dessert as fruit, .fresh or 
cooked, 


withr cake; cereals with milk 
or. 


cream, and sugar; custards and cus- 
ard puddings; gelatin dishes; sim- 
ile ice cream; water ices and other 
simplfe dessert 
may be given. - 


"Whether or not rhe family meal is 


healthful for children depends -n'ot 
only on the food materials selected 
buf also on the way in which they 
are cooked. Simple methods are to 
be preferred from the standpoint of 
health as well as "from that of the 
housekeeper's time. All dishes that 
are likely to contain overheated and 
scorched fats, such as.food careless- 
ly friend in a pan in a small amount 
of fat slrould be avoided. Deep-fat 
frying is open to 'fewer objections, 
since, if properly done, foods 
will 


absorb little fat and the fat will not 
search. Vegetables cooked in water 
or in their own juices' and seasoned 
with salt and a little butter or cream 
arc easier to prepare than those that 
are served with white sauce, scallop- 
ed, or cooked in 
other 
elaborate 


ways.

There is, however, 


one special precaution that applies to 
the noon mean when it 
is 'hurried. 


This refers to tough hard foods that 
are likely to escape proper mastica- 
tion. It is a mistake to think that 
the foods given to children must al- 
ways ibe soft or finty divided, 
for 


children's 'teeth need exercise quite. 
as much as their muscles do. When' 
time for eating is limited1, however, 
t is well to omit 'foods that are diffi- 
cult to chew, and in extreme eases it 
may be necessary to sene only soft 
or finely divided foods—sandwiches 
made from cr'ustless bread with fine- 
ly chopped fillings, ifor example. Be- 
fore resorting to this, however, it is 
well to make sure that the time for 
eating aud for insistence on good ta- 
ble manners is not unnecessarily cut 
short.

'RUSE OF A CHINAMAN. 


Clever Wax He Got Around the Law 


and Gained His Case. 


A cemetery Is the one sacred spot in 


China. To desecrate such a place Is 
the worst of crimes. Some years since 
there lived in a Tillage on the plain of 
the Tollow river a man called Tu. His 
little farm furnished him with a com- 
fortable living, but nothing more. Like 
all farms in that part of China, there 
•was no fence to separate his fields 
^from those of his neighbors. One of 
'these neighbors was a rascal, who, 
knowing Mr. Tu to be of mild disposi- 
tion, resolved to impose upon him by 
plowing a few furrows of Mr. Tu's 
land and thus incorporating it with his 
own. This act did ncit pass unobserved, 
but Mr. Tn was cautious as' well as 
mild. He knew that litigation came 
high and was uncertain^ "Better," he 
said to himself, "to endure the wrong 
than to suffer, loss of both land and 
money." 


The next year the neighbor repeated 


the experiment and plowed up a few 
more furrows. Again Mr. Tu consult- 
ed with himself and determined, as 
previously, that law was too expensive 
a luxury for him. 


The neighbor, encouraged by this 


complaisance, continued to add to his 
own acres at the other's expense. At 
length he became so bold as to incor- 
porate'in this way the family ceme- 
tery, where were buried Mr. Tu's an- 
cestors. 


Then Mr. Tn saw the chance for 


which he had been_walting. By plow- 
ing up this cemetery the neighbor had 
committed sacrilege. The only diffi- 
culty was that the punishment t was so 
severe that it might not be' possible, 
unless he was careful, to get his neigh- 
bor punished at all. For the law was 
that if the magistrate should take no- 
tice of the suit he would have to send 
up a report to his superiors at the cap- 
ital of the province and request that 
proper punishment be inflicted upon 
himself, seeing that so heinous a crime 
had been committed in the district for 
which he was responsible. 


Accordingly Mr. Tu brought the mat- 


ter before the magistrate in a way 
that did not involve' that official. He 
brought accusation against his father, 
who wag dead, for having moved his 
grave off his son's land to that of the 
encroaching neighbor instead of abid- 
ing in the cemetery where he properly 
belonged! . 


The Chinese love humor and greatly 


admire shrewdness. When, therefore, 
the magistrate read this amazing doc- 
ument he smiled with genuine appre- 
ciation of. Mr. Tu's cleverness, called 
up the offending neighbor, made him 
restore all the land he had appropri- 
ated and punished him with due sever- 
ity for his robbery.—Youth's Compan- 
ion.
